Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' urged Pompe et al (page 1086, Section 2) produce metal 
clusters on bacterial surface layer proteins, and not metal clusters on DNA. After review of this section, the examiner 
indicated this may be the case, but pointed out Pompe et al disclose (page 1089, section 4) metallization of DNA to 
form 3 to 5 nm palladium clusters on DNA. While 3 to 5 nm is not subnanometer, Richter et al indicate 1 -5 nm 
palladium clusters on DNA would permit investigations on single electron tunneling at room temperature. Applicants 
urged Richter et al do not actually obtain 1 -5 nm clusters. However, Richter et al apparently believed this size can be 
obtained, or would not have disclosed the size as permitting a particular result. Additionally, Pompe et al (page 1 085, 
lines 1 -2 of right col) disclose clusters of 1 to 2 nm, which supports 1 -5 nm clusters are possible. A cluster size slightly 
less than 1 nm will not produce results different than 1 nm. Moreover, 1 nm clusters will likely contain clusters slightly 
less than 1 nm. The instant specification is unclear as to process conditions different than used by the references for 
producing metal clusters on DNA that result in subnanometer clusters as compared to 1 nm or larger size clusters. 
Claim 25 does not require process steps different than suggested by the references that will result in a subnanometer 
cluster size as compared to a larger cluster size. It is not seen how the same process steps suggested by the 
references can result in subnanometer clusters as compared to larger clusters disclosed by the references. The 
instant specification indicates (page 6, paragraphs 2 and 7) metal nanoparticles less 3 nm are preferred. If producing 
subnanometer clusters involves different process steps than suggested by the references for producing metal 
nanoclusters, the process steps should be put in the claims, and where the process steps are supported in the 
specification pointed out.
